For an oppressive 
national debt of £200,000,000 to be added to the for- 
feit of this long slice of the disputed ground between 
the Rhine and the Moselle is a heavy defeat which will 
far more than compensate the Germans for the whole 
expenses of the war. The money indemnity alone 
will leave them 8 handsome profit. But, on the 
other it must be acknowledged that there is 
great difficulty in showing that these demands are 
unjust, née La ir hs e теа фат war to have 
been rendered necessary by French ambition, or the 
refusal to treat on any proper basis for the termi- 
nation ef hostilities. It is just this point which is in 
dispute, and {һө evidence, as far as we can judge, 
seems to be against the Prussians. They gave no 
indications of being satisfied with the victories which 
led to the capitulation of Sedan, the surrender of the 
Emperor, and the vanquishing of the first French 
armies; and it would seem that they had deter- 
mined 4o the war to the bitter end; to 
conquer not only the armies but the people; not to 
extinguish the Empire and its attempted aggrandise- 
ments, but to subdue France and the French people. 
Perhaps it might have been easier to have denied— 
or, let us say, to have refuted—this charge, which 
Germany will have to sustain before Europe, had it 
not been by the fanaticism of William, 
King and Emperor—to give his soldiers the triumph 
which an army flushed with barbarons triumph 
might have demanded, but which is little in keeping 
with the claim of high culture and beneficent 
civilisation made by medern Germany.

ressions of satisfaction, stated that Major-General 
alker and Captain Hozier had, in accordance with 
ourregular practice, been instructed not to accom- 
pany the German army in its triumphal entry into

THE INDIAN BUDGET, 


as opened by Mr. G. Duff, on the 24th ult., was 
founded upon the accounts of the year ending 
March 81, 1870, and a telegraphic summary of those 
for the year just ended; and its general result was 
that, while in the first-named year there was а defi- 
ciency of £20,000, in the year just closing there 
would be a surplus of £1,000,000—the income 
amounting to £51,000,000, against an expenditure of 
£50,000,000. Mr. Duff held out a hope that, unless 
some tinexpected event should occur, it would be pos- 
sible during the present year to reduce the income 
tax; and entered into explanations as to the expendi- 
ture upon publie works, the scheme for.the decen- 
tralisation of finance, and other matters of interest 
connected with our Indian Empire.

THE FRENCH RELIEF FUND. 

Up to Monday evening the total subscriptions to 
the Mansion House Fund amounted to £112,000, of 
which upwards of £80,000 has been expended by the 
Lord Mayor's committee in the purchase of pro- 
visions for gratuitous distribution in the capital. A 

t of £10,000 has, in addition, been ө to the 
easant Farmers' Seed Fund, to be expended in seed 
corn, which it is necessary should be sown not later 
than a fortnight hence. Colonel Stuart Wortley and 
Mr. Moore are succeeded in their work of relief by 
an influential committee of their own appointment, 
headed by the Archbishop of Paris and Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild. 


IRISH ITEMS, 

THE Assizes FOR MEATH, Longford, and Leitrim 
were opened on Monday. In each case the Judge, in 
addressing the grand jury, congratulated them on 
the lightness of the calendar, and the tranquil state 
of the country generally. 

On SATURDAY EVENIN3 a man named Moore, 
when returning to Kells, in the county of Meath, 
was met by two men, with their faces blackened, and 
having revolvers, They stopped his horse and de- 
manded his money, which he refused to give. One 
of them fired at him, but the shot missed. The 
horse broke away, and a number of shots were fired 
after him. He escaped without injury. 

JUDGE FITZGERALD, on Saturday, passed sentence 
of death upon Muckiann, who was convicted for the 
murder of his brother at Monaghan. 

SYMPATHY WITH FRANCE.—A public meeting was 
held at Cork, on Monday, to express sympathy with 
the French nation, and to raise a subscription for the 
relief of the suffering peasantry. About £400 was sub- 
scribed, and resolutions were adopted expressing pro- 
found sympathy with the French people in their 
present sufferings and trials, The harshness of the 
terms of peace was strongly commented on, anda 
wish was expressed that the English Government 
might interfere to procure more lenient conditions.

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT, 
NINETY PRISONERS awaited trial at the Old Bailey 
on Monday, when the February Sessions commenced. 
Тһе cases were of less importance than usual, and 
only two of them involved a loss of humanlife. The 
ccused were Emily Sweetman, indicted for the 


murder of an infant child, and Robert Bull, charged 
| with manslaughter. А woman named Elizabeth 
Pearce was charged with concealment of child-birth ; 
and among the more remarkable cases was that of 
Martha Тагреу, accused of being concerned with her 
husband in а robbery of diamonds of the value of 
#2500 from an assistant to Messrs. London and Ryder, 
uader extraordinary circumstances, There were 
many cases of robbery with violence, uttering coun- 
terfeit coin, and larceny; and four prisoners, named 
James Clarke, Henry Castle, John William Stevens, 
and Mary Aun Pearse, were indicted separately for 
feloniously wounding. 


THE MURDER AT STRATFORD. 


‚ ON SATURDAY a large crowd assembled at Ilford 
gaol, in the expectation that the case against the two 
prisoners would be gone into before the magistrates 
of the division. The evidence of Mr. Inspector 
Clarke having been read over, as given betore the 
district magistrate in the course of the week, appli- 
cation was made for a remand, the police desiring a 
further delay before entering into the case fully. 
The remand was granted. Both Campbell and 
Galbraith appeared to feel the serious nature of the 
charge against them. The inhabitants of the dis- 
trict have resolved to solicit an augmentation of the 
police force in the neighbourhood, urging that they - 
are too few in number to deal with a place so largely 
increased in population of late years, 


MORE MURDERS, 


MURDER\AND SUICIDE IN sono. ` 

It was reported, on Sunday, that а М. Langno 
residing at 27, Great Pulteney-street, had com- 
mitted suicide, having previously murdered his 
wife. М, Langnon, who lived, with his wife and two 
children (one four months, the other two years old), 
at that address, was a middle-aged man, and, besides 
an income derived from being the commercial repre- 
sentative in London of a Paris firm, was believed to 
be in possession of considerable private means. On 
Friday. se'nnight, about eight o'clock, it is presumed 
that M. Langnon followed his wife into the child’s 
bed-room, and there shot her dead, and he then put 
the pistol to his own head, and во terminated his 
existence. Loss of property in Paris by the chances 
of war is alleged аз a cause of the fatal acts. The 
deceased had resided in the house for about four 
years, and in the coat-pocket of the man was found 
9 letter written to his mother-in-law, ing her 
to take charge of his two children. 


A HORRIBLE MURDER 


was committed in Leicester about midnight on Satar- 
day. 1% appears that а butcher named Jonathan 
Barrows, twenty-six years of age, carrying on busi- 
ness in Belgrave-gate, having shut up his shop, was 
making his way through some back streets towards. 
his father's residence, being at the time in a very 
intoxicated state. When passing along Clarence- 
street his conduct caused him to be jeered at by some 
boys, upon which he pulled out a spring clasp 
dagger-knife, and madly rushed about with it. Тһе 
first person he met was W. Benford, nineteen years 
of age, who happened to be crossing at the top of the 
street along Humberstone-road in company with two 
young women. Benford he stabbed in the left breast, 
who fell on the ground instantaneously. The 
accused kept stabbing in all directions those he came 
in contact with, Among his victims were Elizabeth 
Wye, whom he wounded seriously in the back, and 
George Glover, who was stabbed in the left arm; and 
these lie in a precarious state. A man named Howes 
was stabbed in the back, and John Thomas Barnard 
received a severe cut in the left arm. Inspector 
Bayley and Police-Constables Pemberton and Newell, 
being in the locality, were soon attracted to the spot, 
and after considerable difficulty Darrows was secured, 
and the knife wrenched from him. Inthe mean time 
Benford was removed to the surgery of Mr. John St. 
Thomas Clarke, opposite, where he died in about а 
quarter of an hour. The other persons injured were 
removed to their homes. 

Prisoner was very violent when taken in custody, 
and was with some difficulty removed to the police- 
station, when he complained that he had been 
robbed, Inspector Bayley found on him the sum of 
£68 9s. 114. Ile is sent for trial on the capital 
charge. 

AN ALLEGED CASE OF POISONING 
at Mitcheldean is just now exciting great attention 
in Gloucestershire. In January last an inquest was 
held respecting the death of a Mrs, Masson, the wife 
of a physician, said to have been caused by an over- 
dose of laudanum, taken for neuralgia. Suspicions 
having been excited, Dr. Masson and the medical 
man who attended the lady were taken before the 
magistrates, on Monday, nt Newnham, and, after а 
lengthened investigation, both thé accused were com-

He was ap- 
pointed Assistant Sur-

equal those named in its fatal effects to life, has been 
far more destructive to property. The working of 
the fiery steam-coal of Wales seems to bo attended 
by greater risks than follow mining operations in 
any other parts of England, and nowhere in the whole 
coal basin have these risks been felt with greater 
force, and nowhere have accidents been more 
numerous or more deadly, than in that portion of 
which the Rhondda Valley forms the centre. These 
calamities seem to occur at periodical intervals of 
about two years. To go no further than five years 
back, the Ferndale explosion followed some two 
years after the last of the Gethins, and was followed, 
in its turn, in very little more than two years, by 
that second explosion in the sequestered valley which 
is still remembered. Now, two years after that, 
occurs another explosion, within half a dozen miles of 
Ferndale, and in a pit sunk to the same seam of coal, 
the famous 2-ft. 9-in. Welsh steam-coal. 

The scene of this catastrophe is at Pentre Colliery, 
situated just above the bifurcation of the Rhondda 
Valley, and between Treherbert and Newbridge. The 
colliery belongs to Messrs. Cory, Kelly, and Ware, of 
Cardiff, and has hitherto borne a good character as 
regards ventilation and management, 


THE EXPLOSION 
occurred ‘on Friday se’nnight. At about half-past 
nine o'clock a terrific shock, which was felt for up- 
wards of a mile, was experienced by those in the 
neighbourhood of the pit, and at the same time a 
shower of bricks, stones, and earth was shot through 
the up-cast shaft into the air, falling in a heavy rain 
upon the roofs and in the gardens of the houses near. 
It was at once known that there had been an ex- 
plosion, and the most serious results to the men in 
the pit were feared. About 300 men are usually 
employed in the pit in the daytime, but at night 
there are seldom more than five or six road men, 
haulers, and others engaged in repairing and putting 
things right. On Friday night, however, there is 
always a larger number engaged, and on the night 
of the explosion there were thirty-six men in the 
underground workings, of whom five were haulers 
and the rest colliers. Аз soon as possible after the

consisting of Mr. William Rosser, the manager, his 
son, a collier named Joseph Thomas, and two other 
men, descended the pit. 
much shattered; the roof was broken down in 
several places, the road and air ways were obstructed, 
and ventilation was considerably impeded. ‘The air 
was, in fact, so charged with sulphuretted hydrogen 
that the men could scarcely breathe. They were 
unable to proceed far from the shaft, or to recover 
any of the bodies. Three of them resolved to return, 
and called to the other two, the manager’s son and 
Joseph Thomas, who were in advance, to return also. 
They, it is supposed, had advanced too far into the 
vitiated atmosphere and had been overtaken by the 
fatal after-damp. At all events, they did not return, 
and all efforts to find them proved unavailing until 
ten o’clock on Saturday morning, when their bodies 
were discovered some distance from the bottom of 
shaft, both having died from suffocation.

HEROIC DEEDS OF THE BRITISH ARMY. 
No. 1,--А GALLANT CAVALRY CHARGE, 


worthy to rank with “Тһе Charge of the Light 
Brigade,“ celebrated by Tennyson in undying verse, 
the heroic ride of death which we this week represent 
ocenrred during the war between England and Persia, 
in 1857. It was at the Battle of Kooshab, won by 
General Outram, on Feb. 8 in that year. 

THE 3RD LOMBAY CAVALRY 
were the heroes of the charge depicted. Ап cfficer 
pres?nt thus describes the exploit :— 

“ When Forbes, who commanded this, regiment, 
gave the order to charge, heand his Adjutant, young 
Moore, placed themselves in front of the 6th troop, 
which was the one directly opposite the nearest face 
of the square. The other Moore, Malcolmson, апа 
Spens came the least thing behind, riding knee to 
knee, with spurs in their horses’ flanks, as if racing 
after a hog. In rear of them rushed the dark troopers 
of the 3rd, mad to avenge the death of poor Malet at 
Bushire. In spite of steel, fire, and bullets, they toro 
down upon the nearest face of the devoted square. 
Asthey appronched, Forbes was shot through the 
thigh and Spens's horse was wounded ; but, unheed- 
ing, they sweptonward. Daunted by the flushes nud 
the fire and the noise and сгаскје of the musketry, 
the younger Moore's horse swerved as they came up.

encing, both for good and evil, the destiries of 
mortal lovers. Гог those who are not ac- 
quainted with the story of Wieland's еріс it 
will be enough to say that it relates to the love of Sir 
Huon of Bordeaux for Reiza, daughter of the Caliph 
of Bagdad. Sir Huon, with his squire Sherasmin, 
has been transported to the banks of the Tigris by 
the magical power of Oberon, King of the Fairies, 
who has undertaken to convince his queen Titania 
of the possibility of constant affection in earthly 
lovers. Here Sir Huon finds once more the beautiful 
Reiza, and carries her away from the court in spite 
of the opposition of her father, Haroun Alraschid, 
and an Oriental lover who had pestered her with his 
suit, Alternately involved dangers by the 
spiteful Titania, and rescued by Oberon and his 
attendant Puck, Sir Huon and his betrothed journey 
over sea and land, still pursued by the angry Caliph 
and his retainers, who finally recapture them and 
doom both lovers to death.

I fancy this motion is to throw out any water that 
may have got into the ears. 

* Mr. Bartlett tells me he has already heard it 
answer its father’s call, but it does not do this often.

eyes shut, but at the least sound, whether a man’s 


voice or the tread of a foptstep, she opens her 
eyes instantly wide as the bulls-cye of а police- 
man's lantern, and fixes them most intently upon the 
spot whence the sound proceeds. Even if there be 
no sound she opens her eyes about every minute, and 
looks intently, with her left eye, at the-window from 
which she is being watched, while her right is stead- 
fastly fixed upon her baby; she also cocks her ears 
like a horse at any sound. She seems terribly afraid 
that somebody will come to hurt her baby, over 
which she keeps such a strict watch and guard. Im- 
mediately after her confinement she was excessively 
savage, and exuded from her skin a profuse pers- 
piration, which poured down her sides, this persp'ra- 
tion being the colour of blood; in fact, as Professor 
Gulliver has described it, it is really composed ef 
blood corpuscles,” ` 

We have already stated that the young hippopota- 
mus subsequently died. It only lived until Friday 
se'nnight—a life as short as that of every previous 
hippopotamus born in Europe. 


THE FLYING FOXES 


are among the most curious attractions of the 
„oo - witness our Engraving. This peculiar 
creature is the largest of the fruit-eating bats of 
India, and is often erroneously called the vampire. 
The latter name really belongs to a smaller group of 
bloodsucking bats which inhabit South America. 

The flying fox (Pteropus edulis), when perfectly 
adult, has a large head, with not a little of the ех- 
pression of a fox about it, and an expanse of wing 
which measures at least three feet, and therefore 
gives to its flight a nobleness of sweep to which the 
flickering evolutions of the insectivorous bat of Europe 
are infinitely inferior. During the day the Indian 
Pteropi repose in the deep shade of the banyan-trees, 
suspended by their powerful feet, and wrapped round 
with their beautiful dark brown wings as closely аз. 
а mummy іп а cerecloth. When evening comes they 
issue out and wheel majestically down to the margin 
of the river, of the reservoir, where the sportsman is 
waiting silently for the approach of some higher 
quay at the drinking-places. Close to him glides 
the Pteropus—not unperceiving, but without fear; 
and some believe that in the darkness it alights on 
the earth to drink at the water's edge. But asin 
that case it would have great difficulty in taking 
flight again, without hooking itself to some stray 
branch trailing on the ground, and thence ascending 
to a sufficient height to fling itself clear into the air, 
it is probable that it drinks like the swallow, on the 
wing. 4 

The movement of the Pteropus, when not іп flight, 
closely resembles that of the stork. Тһе first digit 
of the wing terminates in a hooked claw, which grips 
firmly, and the body, when this claw is in action, 
assumes а pendulous horizontal position parallel to 
the branch on which it travels, 


WITALE-HUNT IN SHETLAND. 


A shoal of finner or spotted caaing whales entered 
Bressay Sound a few days ago, on the cessation of the 
heavy storm which had raged for thirty hours pre- 
viously. A great number of boats at once went out 
in pursuit, and, after much manceuvring, succeeded in 
chasing the shoal into the Dight of Gremista, north 
of the town of Lerwick, where they were driven on 
shore and captured. А great part of the population 
was congregated on the shore watching the hunt, 
which маб rendered exciting by the shouts and firing 


from the boats and the furious rushes and splashing- 


of the whales as they were being drivenashore. When 
they had been forced into shoal water, their pursuers 
leaped after them and harpooned the floundering 
cetaceze. The sea at the spot was discoloured from 
the blood flowing from their wounds and ejected 
from their spout holes. When fairly aground, the 
whales rolled over and over, lashing with their tails, 


and snorting and whining like wounded dogs, and | 


sending showers of bloody spray over the spectators 
onthe beach. Single whales often broke away through 
the line of boats, and required a good deal of herding 
to prevent their escape into the sound. At length 
the whole shoal of eighteen whales were safely landed, 
secured with ropes, and arranged side by side on the 
beach. The specimens caught varied in length from 
18 ft. to 24 ft. 


Hiprovs ConviviaLiry.—New York papers, in 
describing an execution in Cumberland, Maryland, 
say that the Sheriff and his assistants had a sumptuous 
supper with the condemned man the night before the 
execution, at which the latter sang a sentimental

YEAR by year, when the crops are gathered in, and 
comparatively little Vorne d can be done to the fields

One army is instructed to protect, say, a 
certain fortress ог а town; the other is to manœuvre 
for the occupation of it. Neither commander knows 
versay is placed, but, both being desired 
to take up certain positions, they both receive, when 
their troops are brought together, general in- 
structions as to what they are expected to do. The 
rival armies consist of all the three arms. They carry 
with them everything that would be needed in real 
war; their transport follows them; their provisions, 
medical stores, spare ammunition, and what-not. 
No tents cumber them, for the Prussians always 
bivouae, both іп manceuvres and in actual warfare; 


‚ and the chiefs on both sides, with the staff, are left 


to their own devices. 

These two armies may ko the mock Pane 
апа generally do so, at a distance of several days 
march from each other; and they are thusconstrained 
to feel their way, one acting on the offensive, the 
other оп the defensive, just as if the sham were а 
reality., The campaign never lasts for a shorter 
time than a fortnight—it sometimes occupies three 
weeks; and while it goes on everything is done, 
whetherin moving or halting, whether in searching 
the front and flank with patrols, or in covering the 
place of rest with outlying pickets, that would be 
done in an enemy's presence.
